men themselves, back up General 
Pershing in that request. The let- 
ter from home is the brightest thing 
in the life of the soldier "over 
there." This is General Pershing's 
message directly to the women of 
America: 


"Any woman who has a husband, 


brother, sweetheart, or relative in 
foreign service, should write, write, 
write, long cheerful letters telling 
everything that happens in the oW 
borne town I The men here are hun- 
gry for news and the things which 
seem lite trivial happenings at home 
will be of the greatest interest to 
the men. The order which 1 send 
to the women of America is to work 
and write." 


This message should appeal to all 


of the people in Wisconsin to whom 
it is repeated by the Slate Council 


of Defense. 


It isn't the women alone 
who 


should write, 
however. American 


soldiers abroad arc mostly 
quite 


young and healthy, and because 
they are they like \to hear from 
friends and relatives of their own 
sex quite as much and as often as 
from women folks. 


All who do write should be care- 


ful in addressing letters. There has 
been much complaint that mail fails 
• o reach men in France. John Clark, 
American postal agent in France, 
says much of the fault lies with the 
people at home for insufficient or 
carelessly written addresses. When 
writing to a soldier says the postal 
department, give him his full name, 
like James Franklin Smith. Don't 
address him as J. F. Smith—there 
may be a hundred J. F. Smiths in 
the army. Nor is James F. Smith 
sufficient—there might be a dozen 
of them. 


Don't call a soldier "Mister" eith- 


er. 
There are no "misters" in the 


army. Each has a title from Pri- 
vate up to General, so give the li- 
!Ic. And always write the address in 
ink.

WILL ENFORCE 


ESPIONAGE LAW 


Believing that few persons are 


acquainted with the espionage law, 
passed by the 'NYisconsIn legislature, 
and in effect March 8, the Wisconsin 
Loyalty legion has sent out copies 
of the act to every one of the presi- 
dents of chapters in the state, urg- 
ing officers to bring it before their 
members, and see that it is careful- 
ly carried out. 


The act is under chapter 13 of 


Wisconsin laws of 1918, and pro- 
vides that upon conviction therco: 
one shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $100, nsr more than 
$1,000, or imprisonment in the coun- 
ty jail not less than three months 
or not more than a year, or both 
such fine and imprisonment. 


The law covers practically every 


act that would interfere with the 
war work, but in force only during 
the period of the present war.

Explain New Wheat Ruling to 
Thousands of Customers—In- 
sures Greater Food Saving. • 


Grocers of the nation hare accepted 


enthusiastically the CQ-50 basis for the 
purchase of wheat flour and are dolnj 
their utmost to eiplaln the new regu- 
lation to the housewife. This ruling by 
the U. S. Food Administration requires 
each purchaser of wheat flour to buy 
one pound of cerea! substitute, one 
kind or assorted, -for every pound o{ 
wheat flour. It was necessary to re- 
strict the use of wheat flour In order 
that the allies and our fighting forcei 
abroad might be assured of an ade- 
quate supply of wheat to meet theli 
vital needs. This supply must come 
from our savings because we have al- 
readj sent our normal surplus. 


Wheat saving pledge cards were for- 


warded by the Food Administration to 
all retail food merchants, and thess 
are being si sued and posted In store* 
throughout the country. This card 
states, "\Ve pledge ourselves loyally to 
carry out the Food Administration pro- 
gram. In accordance with this order 
we will not sell any wheat flour except 
where the purchaser bays an equal 
weight of one or more of the following, 
a greater use of which In the home 
will save wheat: 


"Cornmeal. corn flour, edible corn 


starch, hominy, com grits, barley flour, 
potato flour, sweet potato flour, soy 
bean flour, feterita flour and neala, 
rice, rice flour, oatmeal, rolled oats and 
buckwheat flour." 


Some confusion has resulted on the 


part of the consumer In construing 
this "50-KP ruling to mean that an 
equal amount In ralue of substitutes 
must be purchased with wheat flour. 
This Is a mistaken Idea. The ruling 
ftatcs that the consumer In purchasing ' 
flour shall "buy at the same time an 
equal weight of other cereals." 


One exception to this ruling Is con- 


cerning graham flour and whole wheat 
flour, which may be sold at the ratio 
of three pounds to five pounds of 
wheat flour. This provision Is mad* 
because approximately 25 per cent 
more of the wheat berry Is used la the 
manufacture of these flours than stand- 
ard wheat flour. 


Another exception Is that concern- 


Ing mixed flours containing less than 
50 per cent of wheat flour, which may 
be fold without substitutes. Retailers, 
however, are forbidden to sell mixed 
flours containing more than 60 pet 
cent, of wheat flour to any person un- 
less the amount of wheat flour substi- 
tutes cold Is suQdent to make the to- 
tal amount of substitutes. Including 
those mixed In flours, equal to the to- 
tal amount In wheat flour In the mixed 
flour. For Instance. If any mixed flout 
Is purchased containing CO per cent 
wheat flour and 40 per cent substi- 
tutes it Is necessary that an additional 
30 per cent of substitutes b» pur. 
chased. This brings It to the basis ol 
one pound of substitutes for each 
pound of wheat flour. 


A special exemption may be granted 


open application In the case of special- 
ly prepared Infants* and invalids' food 
containing flour where the necessity U 
shown. 


Some misunderstanding seeins to ex- 


ist on the part of consumers In assum- 
ing that with the purchase of wheat 
flour one must confine the additional 
CO per cent purchase to one of the 
substitutes. This Is cot the case. Ont 
may select from the entire range ol 
substitutes a sufficient amount of each 
to bring the total weight of all substi- 
tutes equal to the weight of the wheat 
flour purchased. For Instance. If a 
purchase of 24 pounds of wheat flout 
Is made a range of substitutes may b« 
selected as follows: 


Cornmeal, S pounds; corn grits, i 


pounds; rice, 4 pounds; buckwheat, 3 
pounds; corn starch, 1 pound; homlay, 
2 pounds; rolled oats. 3 pounds. 


These substitutes may be used In 


the following manner: 


Commeal, 8 Pounds.—Corn breafl. no 


flour; corn muffins or spoon bread, 
one-fourth flour or one-third rice of 
one-third hominy; 20 per cent substi- 
tutes in whole bread. 
' Corn Starch, 1 Pound.—Thlcken!n| 
gravy, making custard, one-third sub- 
stitute In cake. 


Corn Grits. 4 Pounds.—Fried like 


mush, used with meal In makln; corn 
bread. 


Rolled Oats. 3 Pounds.—One-fourtli 


to one-third substitutes In bread, one- 
bait substitute In muffins; breakfast 
porridge, use freely; oatmeal cookies, 
oatmeal soup. 


Buckwheat Floor, 2 Pounds.—One- 


fourth substitute In bread, buckwheat 
cakes. 


Hominy, 2 Pounds.—Boiled for dla' 


ner, baked for dinner, with cheest 
sauce. 


Rice, 4 Ponnfls.—One-fourth rubstV 


tnte In wheat bread, one-third substi- 
tute la corn bread, boiled for dinner (• 
bread cut), as a breakfast food, 'to 
thicken coups, rice pudding Instead ol 
cake or pie, rin batter cakes.
